And it is made the dnty of nil 
prosecuting attorneys in this State 
to nee that the provisions of this 
net are enforced in their respective 
counties; and they shall present 
all offenders upon receiving infor¬ 
mation of the violation of any of 
the provisions of this act. 
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And it shall lie I he duty of the 
sheriff nnd his deputies in ekcli 
county of the State, the chief of 
police and bis deputies in each ci¬ 
ty or town within the-8tate, and 
constables of the county, to inform 
against nnd prosecufir all persons 
who there is a probable cause to 
believe are guilty of violating any 
of the provisions of this act. 

And if any of the aforesaid offi¬ 
cers who shall have been reliably 
informed that any part of this act 
has been violated fail to prosecute 
the offenders, they shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor nnd in a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dolbnu.
